As  James  Henricks,  husband  of  Phoebe,  does  not  appear 
In  this  year's  census,  but  he  did  in  1808,  it  must  be  pre- 
sumed that  he  died  between  those  dates. 

Phoebe  Henricks  died  in  1848,  aged  85  years. 

In  the  book  "Pioneer  Life  on  the  Bay  of  Quinte" , 
it  states  that  James  Henricks  fought  for  the  British  and 
the  sons  drew  United  Empire  Loyalist  lands.   The  following 
petition  of  James  Henricks  does  not  indicate  he  was  applying 
for  land  as  an  U.E.L.,  but  as  a  settler.  Accordingly,  in 
his  application,  he  intended  to  move  his  family  to  Canada, 
in  1799,  which  probably  he  did. 

The  information  herein  shows  that  James  Henricks 
did  not  die  shortly  after  the  Revolutionary  War  but  came  to 
Canada  with  his  wife  Phoebe  and  their  four  sons  and  with  a 
daughter  Sarah,  who  later  married  Richard  Hennessey.   She 
was  born  1786.

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In  the  book  "Pioneer  Life  on  the  Bay  of  Quinte" 
is  the  following  -  James  Henricks  or  "Henrick" ,  as  the  name 
was  formerly  written  and  as  it  is  still  written  by  some  of 
his  descendants,  was  born  in  County  Kildare,  Ireland.  He 
and  his  wife  were  both  of  Scotch  descent,  their  parents 
having  emigrated  to  Ireland  from  Scotland.   They  came  to 
the  United  States  prior  to  the  Revolutionary  War  and 
settled  in  Mew  Jersey.  During  this  war  James  Henrick  is 
said  to  have  taken  part  on  the  Royal  side,  being  a  member 
of  the  2nd  Battalion,  King's  Royal  Regiment,  and  only 
lived  a  short  time  after  its  close.  His  widow,  Phoebe 
Henricks,  with  her  four  sons,  Jacob,  James,  Isaac  and 
Daniel,  then  emigrated  to  Canada.   The  sons  drew  United 
Empire  Loyalist  land,  and  with  the  exception  of  Jacob, 
settled  and  remained  in  the  vicinity  of  Carrying  Place. 

The  writer  and  geneologist  of  James  Henricks, 
after  many  years  of  research  takes  exception  to  some  of  the 
claims  above.  While  the  maiden  name  of  Phoebe  Henricks  is 
not  given,  it  was  made  known  to  the  writer  by  an  old 
grand-daughter  of  Phoebe's  that  her  maiden  name  was  Drake 
and  she  was  born  in  Hew  Jersey.  In  the  old  census  rolls 
of  Township  of  Murray,  County  of  Northumberland,  Ontario, 
it  showed  the  following  data.

Before  he  settled  in  Vermont,  it  is  believed  that 
he  came  from  the  south,  viz.  New  Hanover  County,  North  Caro- 
lina. If  so,  he  was  possibly  the  Richard  Henesy  who  married 
Sarah  Sloan,  daughter  of  Allan  Sloan  of  Sew  Hanover  Co.,  H.C., 
who  left  a  will  in  1768  in  which  he  named  his  daughter  Sarah 
Henesy  and  his  son-in-law  Richard  Henesy. 
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In  Black  .vater  District,  he  was  appointed  Constable 
in  March  and  June  1765.  Some  time  after  he  must  have  removed 
from  North  Carolina  to  Vermont. 

The  Township  of  Murray  had  a  census,  1804.  Therein 
is  listed  -  males  over  60  years  of  age  Richard  Benesy.
